Gentlemen, 

In  drawing  up  my  Report  for  1925,  I  wish  to  briefly  review  the 
past  five  years. 

This  has  been  an  exceptional  year  for  work  done,  more  particularly 
in  the  greatly  increased  number  of  conversions  of  closets  to  the  water 
carriage  system, — 200  being  completed  during  the  year  and  each  provided 
with  movable  ashbins,  compared  with  an  average  for  the  previous  five 
years  of  90.  In  1920  there  were  only  10.  Over  two  thirds  of  total  houses 
are  now  provided  with  water  closets. 

During  the  year  much  progress  has  been  made  under  the  heading 
of  food  inspection.  The  inspection  is  being  efficiently  carried  carried  out 
under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  The  meat  is  regularly 
examined  at  time  of  slaughter,  and  the  stalls,  shops,  and  stores  periodically 
examined  and  regulations  strictly  enforced.  The  public  do  not  yet  realise 
the  importance  of  the  work  done  in  this  direction,  but  much  has  been  done 
and  the  inhabitants  ought  to  eat  their  meat  with  satisfaction,  knowing  that 
its  preparation  is  well  looked  after,  and  doubtful  cases  removed  and 
destroyed.  This  is  the  first  year,  and  the  passing  of  the  regulations  fills  a 
long-felt  need. 
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Fresh  regulations  with  regard  to  registers  for  Tuberculosis  both 
Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary  came  into  force  during  this  year,  so  that 
the  numbers  and  locality  of  the  cases  can  be  at  once  traced  -  all  removals 
whether  by  deaths  or  to  outside  districts. 

Some  extensions  of  sewers — east  side  of  Manchester  Road — have 
taken  place  and  with  a  further  length  of  this  in  the  North  direction, 
practically  all  the  houses  will  be  connected  up  to  the  Main  Drainage  of 
the  district. 

The  Births  registered  in  and  belonging  to  the  district  numbered 
200,  a  decrease  of  IB  on  the  previous  year.  The  rate  is  13*8  per  1,000 
compared  with  14-7  for  1924,  and  15-9  for  the  five  years.  For  England 
and  Wales  for  1925  it  was  18’B.  For  the  year  1890  the  rate  for  this 
district  was  30  per  1,000.  107  were  males  and  93  females. 

There  were  6  illegitimate  births.

The  year  1925  is  rather  above  the  five  year  average  in  the  number 
of  deaths  184  compared  with  170  but  lower  than  the  previous  year. 


The  total  deaths  were  184 — 8  less  than  the  previous  year,  includ¬ 
ing  26  which  recurred  outside  but  belonging  to  the  district,  and  excluding 
2  registered  in  the  district  but  not  of  it — 94  were  males  and  90  females, 
the  rate  per  1000  12*4. 

Fourteen  under  1  year,  7  over  1  and  under  5,  8  over  5  and  under 
15,  17  over  15  and  under  85,  52  over  85  and  under  65,  and  86  were 
over  65  years  of  age.  The  number  over  65  is  above  the  average — March, 
January,  and  February  were  the  heavy  months,  May,  July,  August,  and 
September  the  light  months. 

The  Death  Rate  in  Wards: — 

North  13-5,  Central  13,  East  10’7,  Worsley  11*7,  and  Boothstown  16. 

There  were  fewer  deaths  from  Phthisis  and  Pneumonia,  but  more 
from  Influenza,  and  only  in  one  year  previously  has  there  been  fewer 
deaths  of  children  under  one  year. 
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Infantile  Mortality . 

Fourteen  Children  under  1  year  of  age  died  during  the  year,  so  that 
for  every  1,000  Births  registered  70  died  before  attaining  the  age  of  1 
year.  North  Ward  accounted  for  7,  Central  4,  East  2,  Worsley  0,  and 
Boothstown  2. 

Five  only  lived  1  day.

There  are  now  on  the  Register  of  Tuberculosis  75  cases,  85  Pul¬ 
monary  and  40  Non-Pulmonary. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act — Full  particulars  are  given  in  the 
accompanying  sheets  of  the  work  done,  33  new  houses  have  been  erected 
during  the  year,  but  the  amount  of  overcrowding  is  still  lamentable — 
numerous  cases  where  there  are  grown-up  boys  and  girls  and  a  married  son 
or  daughter  all  living  in  the  same  house  containing  two  bedrooms,  often 
thirteen  or  fourteen  occupants.  The  need  for  more  houses  is  very  urgent. 

More  back  streets  want  paving  and  adopting. 

Full  statistics  relating  to  the  condition  of  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops,  and  relating  to  Factories  and  Workshops  and  to 
the  other  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  are  attached  herewith. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  cordial  assistance  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  the 
Thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary  and 
Cleansing  Departments  during  the  year  ended  Dec.  31st,  1925. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  summary,  the  activity  of  the 
Council  has  again  been  maintained  in  improving  the  sanitation  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  by  the  careful  administration  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  thereby 
removing  conditions  that  were,  or  likely  to  become,  a  menace  to  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 

A  large  portion  of  this  work  has  been  effected  without  the  necessity 
of  issuing  legal  notices,  as  many  of  the  property  owners  and  persons 
responsible  for  the  sanitary  conditions  have,  as  the  result  of  interviews  or 
preliminary  notice,  caused  defects  to  be  remedied  and  nuisances  to  be 
abated,  often  with  advantage  to  the  owner  as  well  as  tenant.

Cleansing  of  Ashpits  and  Privy  Closets . 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

The  collection  and  disposal  ol  refuse  are  the  most  expensive  of  all 
Public  Health  Services,  the  cost  being  augumented  by  the  large  number  of 
privy  middens  which  are  in  use  in  the  district.  Marked  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  year  by  abolishing  the  use  of  privy  closets,  and  the  mid¬ 
dens  attached  to  them,  by  providing  fresh-water  flush  closets  and  covered 
ashbins. 

The  whole  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  house  refuse,  and  the  contents  of  privy  middens  has  been  carried  out 
by  Council’s  workmen  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
General  satisfaction  has  been  the  result.  The  Council  are  well  provided 
with  tips  for  refuse  in  very  suitable  positions,  and  away  from  inhabited 
areas.  It  is  however  necessary  to  keep  these  tips  under  observation,  to 
prevent  fires,  and  the  harbouring  of  rats  and  other  vermin. 

Three  Ford  ton  tipping  waggons  are  engaged  on  this  work,  two 
constantly  and  one  intermittent,  and  have  proved  to  be  sufficient  for  the 
task.  All  necessary  repairs  to  motors  have  been  carried  out  in  the  Council’s 
repair  shop,  situate  in  the  Town’s  yard,

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Thirty-six  observations  (60  minutes’  duration)  have  been  taken  of 
smoke  issued  from  the  various  works’  chimneys,  and  instances  of  black 
smoke  were  observed.  Interviews  with  managers  and  stokers  have  been 
frequent.  The  time  allowed  for  black  smoke  is  seven  minutes’  per  hour, 
which  is  in  my  opinion  excessive,  as  is  also  the  time  for  observation,  viz., 
one  hour.  Complaint  notes  have  been  issued  to  the  offenders. 

The  smoke  emanating  from  the  engines  running  on  the  L.  M.  &  S. 
Railway  between  Worsley  and  Walkden  (Low  Level)  Stations  is  a  constant 
source  of  annoyance  to  residents  of  dwelling-houses  along  the  route.  The 
gradient  of  this  particular  length  of  Railway  is  of  such  a  character,  that  extra 
stoking  is  required  in  order  to  surmount  the  difficulty  in  travelling. 


The  tiring  of  dwelling-house  chimneys  has  again  received  the 
Council’s  attention,  and  prosecutions  have  been  resorted  to.

Each  house  was  visited  immediately  after  notification,  and  all 
information  obtained  as  to  a  possible  origin  of  the  illness,  and  available 
means  of  thorough  isolation  of  the  patient  from  the  rest  of  the  family.  In 
Five  instances  isolation  was  found  not  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  patients 
were  removed  to  Hospital,  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  Disinfectants 
have  been  supplied,  and  the  necessary  instructions  given  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection. 

The  total  number  of  houses  disinfected  after  Infectious  Disease  were 
84,  and  no  recurring  cases  were  notified  from  the  dwelling-houses  where 
patients  had  been  nursed  at  home. 

The  Schools  have  been  inspected  and,  when  necessary,  have  been 
sprayed  with  a  Formaldihyde  solution.  The  Sanitary  Conveniences, 
which  are  on  the  water  carriage  system,  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
cleanliness  maintained.  Disinfectants  supplied  when  required. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  has  been  drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  various  School  Yards  in  the  district,  but  nothing  of  a 
definite  character  has  been  accomplished.  Provision  for  surface  water 
drainage  at  Paul’s  School  Yard  (Boys)  has  been  made,  and  is  now 
satisfactory. 
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Housing  and  Town  Planning  Acts , 

1909-1919. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out,  in  accordance  with  the  above 
Acts,  and  reports  presented  to  and  considered  by  the  Housing  Committee. 
The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  inspected  was  54,  of  these  54  were 
found  to  be  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation,  10  were  ren¬ 
dered  fit  as  the  result  of  informal  action.  Notices  were  served  on 
owners  of  44  houses,  21  under  the  Housing  Act,  1925,  and  28  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875.  All  of  these  notices  were  fulfilled,  with  the 
exception  of  some  items  left  over  for  convenience,  by  arrangement. 

c 

Matters  which  have  received  attention  are  neglected  interiors,  floors, 
walls,  and  ceilings,  dampness  due  to  defective  roofs,  rain-water  pipes,  or 
lack  of  sufficient  damp-proof  courses.  Extensive  in  character  are  some  of 
the  repairs  which  have  been  effected.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
apply  any  Closing  Orders. 

I  wish  to  state  here  that  the  Overcrowding  problem  is  still  unsolved. 
Several  very  bad  cases  are  existant,  there  being  many  families  that  need 
houses  with  at  least  three  bedrooms,  which  they  are  unable  to  procure 
owing  to  insufficiency.  T  his  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  blot  on  the  district. 


Slaughter-houses . 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  11,  and  are  in  a  reasonable  condition,  being  brick  buildings, 
with  good  walls,  floors  and  drainage,  and  well  ventilated  to  the  external 
air.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  anything  to  which  objection 
could  be  raised  was  attended  to  at  once,  and  nothing  more  than  verbal 
notice  has  been  required  to  ensure  the  requisite  limewashing,  cleanliness, 
sanitary  condition  of  floors,  and  the  removal  of  refuse. 

With  only  one  exception,  the  slaughter-houses  are  within  thirty  feet 
of  dwelling-houses. 


Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924 . 

The  enforcement  of  these  regulations  have  entailed  a  large  amount 
of  Inspection  work,  which  I  have  endeavoured  to  carry  out  without  fear  or 
favour.  The  slaughter-houses  are  scattered  over  the  district,  which  renders 
it  impossible  to  be  present  on  all  occasions  when  slaughtering  is  being 
done.  Several  butchers  kill  on  Sunday  mornings,  thus  entailing  Sunday 
inspection  work.  The  amount  of  meat  seized  or  surrendered  to  be  des¬ 
troyed  is  approximately  l,0081bs.  in  weight.

Order . 

The  total  number  of  wholesale  traders  and  producers  of  milk  on  the 
register  are  18,  and  the  number  of  retailers  25. 


The  Cowsheds  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  the  cleaning  and 
limewashing  in  accordance  with  regulations  have  been  carried  out.  Most 
of  the  buildings  are  substantially  built,  with  a  sufficiency  of  air  space  and 
ventilation.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  very  little  milk  is  stored  on  the 
premises,  the  greater  portion  being  disposed  of  to  the  purchasers 
immediately  after  milking.

Factories  and  Workshops  Acts . 

The  number  of  Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  register  is  84  and 
include  14  Spinning  and  Weaving,  16  Bakehouses,  5  Boot,  Shoe  and  Clog 
making,  19  Dressmaking,  Millinery  and  Tailors,  12  Blacksmiths,  Wheel¬ 
wrights  and  Motor  Repairs,  8  Joinery  and  Cabinet  Making,  1  Mineral 
Waters,  2  Laundry,  2  'Transforming,  2  Creameries,  1  Polish  works. 

The  Factories  are  all  supplied  with  a  sufficient  number  of  water 
closets.  Four  notices  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  Factories 
and  Workshops  Inspector.  Notices  were  served  on  the  persons  responsible 
with  the  desired  effect.  There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district.

Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877-1884, 

I  beg  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  inspection  of  Canal 
Boats  in  the  Worsley  Urban  District. 

The  Bridgewater  Canal  passes  through  about  three  miles  of  the  Worsley  and 
Boothstown  Wards  of  the  district. 


The  Boats  inspected  were  32  in  number,  and  were  registered  by  the  Man¬ 
chester  and  Runcorn  Registration  Authorities. 

The  total  number  of  occupants  for  which  the  boats  were  registered  was  92. 
Thenumbers  actually  occupying  the  cabins  being: — 

Males  ...  ...  ...  ...  37 

Females  ...  ...  ...  14 

Children  ...  ...  ...  9 

The  boats  on  which  children  were  found  to  be  occupants  are  owned  by 
Messrs.  Simpson  Davies  &  Son,  Runcorn,  and  registered  at  Runcorn. 

No  case  of  actual  Overcrowding  or  Infectious  Disease  was  observed. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  issue  any  complaint  notes  to  the  Owners,  and 
cases  of  inefficient  domestic  cleanliness  were  dealt  with  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

The  general  condition  of  the  boats  inspected  and  the  occupants  thereof,  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory.
